Gentlemen: 

The Coiner of the Mint at New Orleans was recently authorized to appoint five (5) 
additional workmen. The candidate at the head of the eligible list was one, Thomas C. 
Mulqueeny. His name was certified three times, passed over each time and then dropped. The 
last of the five appointed was August Schertzinger. Those appointments were forwarded by the 
Superintendent, who however, refused to approve that of Schertzinger, insisting that 
Mulqueeney, the first man on the list and who is a temporary employee in the Institution, should 
be one of the five. Since these appointments have been received in Washington, the Coiner has 
acceded to the Superintendent's wish and telegraphs asking the substitution of Mulqueeney for 
Schertzinger. 

The Commission is respectfully requested to give its opinion as to whether this 
substitution can now be made. It is desired to know definitely and for future guidance whether 
the appointing officer three times rejecting a candidate, the latter having been dropped from the 
eligible list, can be restored and certified again at the request of the appointing officer.
